Women Haven’t Helped Yet.

Know What Combustion Is? 


FEAR my gaze had begun to stray out of the 

window of Mr. Parker’s office where a dense 

blanket of smoke veiled in mystery the whole 
downtown district and great billows of variously 
graded smoke clouds in lazily moving masses 
evolved wonderful pictures in monochrome, 
Wasn't it Mrs. Pattison who discovered a source 
of consolation for this’ oppression when she de- 
clared upon her authority as an art critic that it 
needed only the soul of an artist to appreciate 
these atmospheric effects in St. Louis yes, even 
in Mii) Creek Valley? Well, when Mr. Parker be- 
gan recommenaing alliterative soft soap and ab- 
sent treatment. for.smoke offenders my hopes 
listlessly were resorting to Mrs. Pattison’s rem- 
edy. 

But at this assertion of Mr. Parker that 60 per 
cent of the nuisanceis created in the: homes, I woke 
up to wonder.if out in Portland place or Hawthorne 
beulevard and beyond King’s highway, among 
practical] and fastidious householders, the smoke 
could be so plainly evident and insistent as here 
at Twelfth street without having long ago caused 
a more riotous demonstration than even the pres- 
ent anti-smoke agitation. : 

“T went out to the Wednesday Club and I also 
supplied a delegation from the Teachers’ College 
with some technical data,” went on Mr. Parker. 
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“T suspect it has something to do with smoke?” 
I replied. . 

“Not complete combustion. Combuétion,” he 
repeated, studiously, “is an element which is two 
parts oxygen and one part carbon in the presence 
or suitable heat. Smoke, the soot you can pick 
up on your finger, is free carbon or carbon mon- 
oxide or CO or incomplete combustion. It is 
when you have carbon dioxide or CO2 that you 
have complete combustion.” + 

“But the smoke,” I brought up abruptly coming 
to again—for my eyes would irreverently stray 
to that ble smokescape out there. I found my- 
self absently counting 40, 41, 42 chimneys as they 
mischievously played hide and seek behind the 
big billowing smoke pillows.

political policy, a true newspaper is forever 
charged with the establishment of public rights. 

Newspapers are as much to blame as politicians 
for the nullification of elections, for the continued 
growth of monopolies and for the repeated fail- 
ures at Washington to reduce taxation upon food 
and clothing. For every recreant member’ of 
Congress there is a negligent newspaper. For 
every legislator who cringes before plutocracy and 
privilege there is an uncertain or a timid news- 
paper. 

There is not a newspaper in the land that 
does not know that the extortionate taxation of 
the people’s food and clothing must presently 
cease. Whatever their political or economic 
prejudices may be the newspapers of America 
are fully informed of the fact that this wrong 
must be righted and that if political discussion 
is to be disassociated hereafter from insincerity 
and perfidy, positive effect must be given to 
verdicts repeatedly registered at the ballot 
boxes. 3 

Controversy that has no end benefits no news- 
paper. Blections that settle nothing make sport 
of journalism as. well as statesmanship. If the 
people are to rule, the newspapers of the country 
must see to it. 

With great respect for American newspapers 
but with. @ keen appreciation of the influences 
that surround some of them, the Post-Dispatch 
ventures ‘to ask them individually and collec- 
tively: “It ig not time to heed the people? Who 
is to gain and what is to be gained by defeating 
their will?

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PENSIONS INCREASING BIRTH BATS. 

There is one country, Ireland, in which the 
unexpected resukt of an increase in the birth rate 
has heen traced to old-age pensions paid by the 
state. The pension is small—$1.25 a week for 
single persons or $1.88 for married couples—aend 
one has to be 70 years of age to enjoy it. But it 
has had the effect.of making aged owners of 
small farms feel so independent that they are 
relinquishing their land to their children, instead 
of; holding on to it till death. This gives the 
young folks an earlier start and makes the entire 
family feel more secure. 

It is somewhat extraordinary that a similar re- 
sult has not yet been noted in England and 
Scotiand, where the pension is of the same 
amount; in Belgium, where the pension is slight- 
ly larger; and especially in France and New 
Zealand, in both of which countries the annual 
pension is considerable larger than in Great 
Britain, the pension in France being $82.50 and 
in’ New Zealand $87 per annum, as compared 
with $85 in Great Britain and Ireland.

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DRAMATIC CRITIC 
CAN'T BE HOBBLED 


German Press Censures Prince Hen- 
ry for Attempting to Stop At- 
tacks on a Theater. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, Jan. 10.—German newspapers are 


sharply reproving Prince Henry of Prussia, the 
Kaiser’s brother, for attempting to influence the 
dramatic critic of the Kieler Zeitung, a leading 
Kiel newspaper. 

Prince Henry has lived at Kiel for many years, 
is now occupying the position of Admiral com- 
manding the fort, and naturally possesses a posi- 
ticn of authority among the citizens of that 
tcewn. 

In this: case, it is alleged, he tried to persuade 
a dramatic critic to alter his verdict on a perform- 
ance at the Kiel Municipal Theater. Thi# theater, 
which belongs to the municipality, ts adminis- 
tered by a committee appointed by the town coun- 
cil. 

The committee consists of amateurs whose man- 
agement gives rise to many complaints. These 
appear in some degree justified, for a subvention 
of $75,000 a year has been paid out of the mu- 
nicipal funds to secure its continued existence. 

Public opinion in Kiel attributes the faflure of 
the theater to bad management, but the adminis- 
trating committee attribute thefr lack of success 
to the persistent attacks of the Kieler Zeitung's 
dramatic critic. # 

This opinion, it is said, was communicated to 
Prince Henry, for after the first night of 
Hermann Bahr’s new play, “Kinder,” the Prince 
summoned the dramatic critic to his private box 
and expressed disapproval of the Kieler Zeitung’s 





attitude towards the theater, and requested the 


critic to modify the tone of his notes. 

The Kieler Zeitung has replied by declaring that 
its critic will not allow himself to be thus in- 
fiuenced. The Frankfurter Zeitung and other 
leading newspapers express disapproval of Prince 
Henry's intervention.

I. S. Dennis Says 100,000 Farm- 
ers Will Come From States 


This Year. 


LONDON, Jan. 2i-I. 8 Dennis, ad- 
dressing a city meeting of Colonial mer- 
chants under the presidency of Lord 
Desborough, on the future of Western 
Canada, astonished his audience by say- 
ing that Canada is not obliged to beg 
of England for immigrants. He added 
that it can get all that it requires in the 
way of trained farmers from America, 
that this year 100,000 of them will settle 
in Western Canada and that in a few 
years American sentiment will rule that 
part of the Dominion, unless the Cana- 
dian ideal is enthusiastically taken up 
at home.

WON'T CHARGE ARBITRARY 


General Manager Says Fuel Will 
Be Hauled at 20 Cents Less 
a Ton Than It Is Now. 


An amendment to the franchise of 
the St. Louls Blectri¢e Terminal Railway 
Co. (McKinley System), permitting the 
company to haul coal through the 
streets of St. Louis between midnight 


and daybreak, will be presented to the 
Municipal Assembly within the next 
week or two, according to R. D. Smith 
local representative of the corporation. 
“We are not ready to introduce the 
ordinance,”’ said Smith to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday. ‘‘We are con- 
templating such a request, but our plans 
are not yet completed. We may have 
something to announce in a few days.’’ 
General Manager Chubbuck of the 
McKinley System says the company will 
trarmsport coal from the mines to St 
Louis for 0 cents a ton less than the 
Terminal Association is charging. The 
McKinley System, he declares, will col- 
lect no arbitrary on freight carried 
across its bridge. 
. It was announced that the McKinley 


| System last fall had ordered big steet 


cars for this coal traffic. The company 
has a tract of 2% acres on the wharf 
north of Salisbury street on which, 
Smith says, coal bunkers will be estab: 
lished. To serve consumers along thé 
line from Second and Salisbury streets 
to Twelfth and Linden streets, special 
permission would be required from the 
Municipal Assembly. The McKinley 
Systern’s local franchise does not au- 
thorize the company to haul aarine 
except package freight. 

Counctiman Schutz told a Post- Dis- 
patch reporter that so far as he is con- 
cerned the McKinley System will not 
receive any additional favors from the 
city until the fare on its through cars 
to and from Granite City is reduced 
from 10 te 5 scents, the amount stipulat- 
ea in ite original franchise. 

Smith promised last October that he 
would report for consideration by the 
directors of the MoKinley System the 
demand made by President Gundlach of 
the Council that the company observe 
the provisions of its franchise. So far 
as Mayor Kreismann and other city of- 
ficials are’ aware, the directors have 
taken no action. ‘

BOYS FOUGHT AT SCHOOL 








Teacher Declares He Tried Lash 
on Himself Before Using It 
on Hobson Cousin. 











Principal William J. See of the Stod- 
dard School is accused of using a sec- 
tion of rubber hose to chastise an 
ll-year-old boy pupil and of undue se- 
verity in whipping him. smobson Cousin 
is the complainant. The boy and ‘his 
mother, Mrs. E. R. Cousin of 3130 Lucas 
avenue, called yesterday on Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Levy at the Day- 


ton Street Police Court to ask him to 
prosecute the teacher. The matter is 
held in abeyance. 

Mrs. Cousin took from her purse a 
tooth which, the boy said, Prof, See 
had knocked out. Hobson exhibited 
blue scars he said resulted from be- 
ing whipped with a section of rub- 
ber tire. Levy told the two to re- 
turn tomorrow with witnesses and 
that he would take up the matter 
withAhe Board of Education. 

The whipping was administered 
after Hobson and George Quinlivin, 
another pupil at the school, fought 
in the school yard. , 

‘ Boys’ Fight Caused Trouble. 

Hobson exhibited to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the calves of his legs, which 
showed many blue welts from the 
ankles up. His lip is discolored and 
swollen, and one of his front teeth 
is missing. 

“We were playing ‘jail’ at the noon 
recess last Thursday,” he said, “and 
George started to let some of the 
prisoners out. I was the jailer, and 
1. told him toe get away, but he 
wouldn't; so we got into a fight. Prof. 
See came out and grabbed both of 
us, but he let George go and shook 
me. I was trying to get away, and 
while he was shaking me he hit me 
in the mouth and knocked a tooth 
out, 

Whipped Before Class. ? 

“During the afternoon he came into 
the fifth grade room and called me out 
in front of the class and whipped me. 
He -used..a piece of rubber tire. 
I guéss he kept on whipping me harder 
and harder because I. wouldn’t cry. He 
must have hit me about 30 times. The 
last lick hit me in the left side, and 
it is sore there yet.”’ 

The boy’s father said he felt sure 
Prof. See had lost his temper, and 
did not intend to injure the boy. 

“But some other student might be 
seriously injured under such circum- 
stances,"”’ he said, ‘and I feel it my 
duty to prosecute.” 

Beat Himself First. 

Principal See told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night at his home, 3431 Eads 
avenue, that he did not strike Hobson 
with his hand, and that if the boy had 
lost a tooth it must have been in the 
fight with the other. lad. 

“I whipped both the boys,” he said, 
“after deliberating with myself five or 
ten minutes whether I should resort 
to corporal punishment. They are the

TAKES REBEL BOAT 


Commander Davis Seizes Armed 
Vessel When Bonilla De- 
fies Him. 








By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan: 21, —A special to 
the Herald from Tuxillo; Honduras 
by wireless to Key West says: 

After two hours of defiance from 
Gen. Maunel Bonilla, 
Archibald H. Davis of the United 
States Cruiser Tacoma Friday after- 
noon seized the armed vessel Hornet, 
Gen. Bonilla’s chief asset, cast the 
rebel crew ashore, manned her with 
American gunners and engineers and 
ordered her out of the inner harbor. 


The Hornet’s recent movements up 
and down the coast, were taken in 
the light of threatened hostilities 
ageins Honduras by Commander 


Davis. 
The Herald’s dispatch says that 


Tacoma steamed into port early in on 
afternoon after a hasty run to Ceiba to 
see that no disturbances had broken 
out there. Commander Davis immedi- 
ately sent an officer bearing a mesage 
to General Bonilla, and declaring his 
intention of taking charge of the vessel 
in accordance with instructions from the 
Washington Government to prevent to 
bombardment ef Honduran ports where 
American property was_in peril.- : 

General: Bonilla curtly informed Com- 
mander Davis’ .emissary that the. Hor- 
net was his property that he had pur- 
chased the craft: for war purposes and 
intended using her. 

Upon receiving, this message, Com- 
mander Davis sent an ultimatum that 
allowed but two hours for the rebel 
leader to reconsider. 

On expiration ‘of this time Genera! 
Bonilla had made no effort to comply 
with the American officer’s command. 

His «only words were: “It's up to 
vou". 

Commander Davis then passed close 
up to the Hornet, guns trained on the 
little ship. :

Mrs. Katherine Thompson De- 
mands $20,000 Damages 
From White Woman.

Negro Comes to St. Louis but 
His Wife Refuses to Meet 
Him, 


Mrs. Dorothea Schroeder, white, who 
Was named as the defendant in a suit 
for $20,000 damages filed in the Circuit 
Court yesterday by Mrs. Katherine 
Thompson, a negress, characterizes the 
suit as blackmail 

Mrs. Schroeder, widow of a contrac- 
tor and reul estate dealer, lived at 2106 
Adelaide avenue until last October, 
when she moved to Chicago... In her 
retition Mrs. Thompson alleges that 
her husband, John Henry Thompson, is 
also in Chicago. 

Thompson, a carpenter, formerly was 
caretaker and rent collector for Schroe- 
der, who owned many small houses in 
Venice, Ill. Mrs. Thompson is cook 
for Dr. L. M. Ottofy of 5233 Delmar 
avenue, and her attorney is Dr. Otto- 
fy’s brother, L. Frank Ottofy. 

After Schroeder’s death three years 
ago, Mrs. Thompson alleges, Thonipson 
continuously absented himself from 
home and devoted all of his time to 
looking after Mrs. Schroeder’s inter- 
ests. She sets forth that he became a 
lodger in her home, This, Mrs. Thomp- 
son says, deprived her of her husband’s 
care and support, and she alse asks 
damages for loss of his love and affec- 
tion. 

Mrs. Schroeder’, Statement, 

Mrs. Schroeder was seen last night by 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent in Chi- 
cago. She said: 

“Tt’s a case of blackmail. This is the 
first time I heard about the suit. Thomp- 
son is an old negro, he is 58 and has 
been in the employ oi our family for 
seven years. My husband told me just 
before his death not to ‘throw Thomp- 
s0n down’ because he was an honest 
negro, and would look after our affairs 
faithfully. 

“I live here with my ‘three children. 
Thompson:\and his three children live 
with his sister on Thirty-seventh street. 
Thompson is in St. Louls now. He goes 
back and forth. I don’t know anything 
about his family affairs. I moved here 
four months ago and intend making this 
my permanent residence. Thompson was 
in €hicago about six months, I never 
gave him presents or sent him letters, I 
have paid him ordinary wages. He col- 
lects rents and does carpenter work, He 
works for others also, 

“T am 88 years old and have no thought 
of falling in love with anyone. Person- 
ally, I have nothing but this house, and 
it is heavily mortgaged. All the rest be- 
longs to the estate.’’ » 

Thompson in St. Louis. 

Attorney Ottofy said last night that 
Thompson arrived in St. Louis from 
Chicago yesterday and telephoned to 
his wife, asking her to meet him at the 
Eads Bridge. She did not comply with 
this request. 

“TI believe that Thompson’s visit to St. 
Louls was caused by a letter which 1 
sent to Mrs. Schroeder last Wednesday, 
notifying her that unless some provision 
was made for Thompson’s wife, I would 
file suit for damages,’’ said Ottofy. 

Mrs. Mary Gaetner, who lives across 
the street from the former Schroeder 
home, and Mrs. Rigby of 2109 Alice ave- 
nue said yesterday that Thompson's fre- 
quent presence at the Schroeder home 
after Schroeder’s death caused indiga- 
tion among the neighbors, some of whom 
threatened to make formal complaint. 

Mamie Burmann of 1106 Arsenal street, 
formerly a servant of Mrs. Schroeder, 
says that she has received postcards 
from Mrs. Schroeder saying that Thomp- 
son was in Chicago. 

Attorney Ottofy says letters and post- 
cards of Mrs. Schroeder’s may play an

year’s imprisonmént in jail, and pay- 
ment of, the cost of prosecution.

FORTIFY CANAL 


President, Admitting He Is Not 
Military. Expert, Calls Other 
Plans Futile. 


COST WILL NOT BE HEAVY 


Executive Revises Figures Ad- 
vanced by Those Who Oppose 
Militarism on Isthmus, 


By Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2L—President Taft 
tonight told the Pennsylvania Society 
that the right of the United States to 
fortify the Panama Canal was well 
established and, after reciting the his- 
tory of negotiations between this coun- 
try and foreign nations prior to the for- 
mation of the present. canal plans, he 
declared that while he was not a 
strategist or a naval expert he could 
see that the suggestion: that the cana] 
be defended by the navy is not worthy 
of consideration. 

In part he said: “After expending 
$500,000,000 thus to make our national de- 
fense easier, are we to surrender half 
the military value of the canal by giv- 
ing the benefit of it to a nation seek- 
ing to destroy us? It seems to me that 
the very statement of the proposition 
carries its refutation, 

“But it is ‘stated that we ought te 
defend the canal by our navy. I am 
not a strategist; I am not a military or 
® naval expert; but it seems to me that 
a navy is for the purpose of the de- 
fense through the offensive, for the pur- 
pose of protection by attack, and that 
if we have to retain a part of our navy 
in order to defend the canal on both 
sides, then the canal becomes a burden 
and not an instrument of defense at all. 

This Country Responsible. 

“It is we who guarantee the neutral- 
ity of the canal. It is not the other 
countries that guarantee it to us, and 
we are found, if we conform to the 
treaty with- England; to put ourselves 
in such condition that we can perform 
that guaranty. : 

“It is stated that we could induce all 


the powers to consent to nmautrality. I’ 


shauld be glad to do this if possible, 
but even if we do this, can we feel en- 
tirely sate from a possible injury to. the 
canal by some irresponsible belligerent, 
at least under conditions ag they now 
are? 

“Then it is stated that the fortifica- 
tions are going to cost $50,000,000. 
The estimated cost of the fortifica- 
tions for the canal is $12,000,000. 
That, I submit, constitutes hardly 
more than 2 per cent of the cost of 
the canal-——a first premium for ingur- 
ing its safety. 

Dentes Cost Is Great. 

“It also is said it will cost $5,000,- 
600 a year to maintain it. The War 
Department advises that the addl- 
tion to the annual cost of mainten- 
ance of fortifications and military 
establishment in peace, due to the 
fortification of the canal, would not 
excaed half a million dollara—an an- 
nual insurance rate after first cost 
of a tenth of 1 per cent, 

“I yield to no one in my love of 
peace, in my hatred of war, and in 
my earnest desire to avoid war. If 
I have my way and am able to secure 
the assent of other powers, I shall 
submit to the Senate a few tyeaties 
broader in terms than any that body 
has heretofore ratified, and broader

It is said that 76 voters in Speaker Can- 
non’s home precinct regularly offer their 
votes for sale. 

“These votes come high, too,” said 
one of the politicians, who requested 
that his name not be used. 

One of the witnesses to be called be- 
fore the grand jury next week, it is re- 
ported, will be a minister who has re- 
ceived at each election contributions of 
$100 to $150, ostensibly for his religious 
flock. While this money was paid under 
the guise of a church contribution, it is 
said te have heen effective in bringing 
about the desired political result. 

The political leaders also pay close at- 
tention to the Soldiers’ Home, on the 
outskirts of Danville. About 1200 sol- 
diers vote from the home. Captains 
have been appointed to look after the 
vote of the soldiers. These captains are 
held responsible by the party leaders for 
the vote of the home. A majority of the 
inmates voted the Democratic ticket at

THEIR TACTICS ASSAILED

Democrats Hope to Elect Two to 
United States Senate in 
Their Absence.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 21.—While the 15 
self-exiled West Virginia Republican 
State Senators are being entertained 
here by Charles P. Taft, and are having 
a good time generally, the Democratic 
leaders of their State are trying to 
treat with them through envoys, and 
are also trying to upset their tactics by 
vigorous efforts in Washington. 

The President’s brother showed his 
interest in the West Virginians today 
by sending them invitations for a din- 
ner and a view of his private art gal- 
lery Sunday. The dinner will be a po- 
litical affair, in that the guests wil! 
be encouraged to talk West Virginia 
politics as much as they desire. But 
it is not designed, the host has given 
assurance, as a second term boom af- 
fair for President Taft, or as having 
any bearing on natiena)] affairs other 
than the West Virginia senatorship. 

The 15 Republicans who constitute 
the majority of the State Senate, left 
Charleston between two days to pre- 
vent the organization of that body. 
With the Senate unorganized, the 
Democratic Governor and House of 
Representatives cannot, the Republi- 
cans believe, carry out their plan to 
elect two United States Senators. 

The Democratic majority in the 
House overbalances the Republican 
lead in the Senate, and were the 
Senate organized, the Democrats 
could elect two senators on joint 
ballot. The Republicans are willing 
to let a Democrat succeed Senator 
Scott, but they want a Republican in 
the late Senator Elkins’ place. 

A peace delegation arrived from 
Charleston late today. It consisted 
of Democrats and was headed by Joseph 
Chilton, a brother of William JH. 
Chilton, Democratic nominee to suc- 
ceed Scott. Interest was aroused 
among the Republicans here when 
it was first reported that William DB. 
Chilton had come to Cincinnati. When 
his brother was found to be the 
emissary, interest waned, and there 
was no immediate conference.

.608 when playing on foreign grounds. 
They found Boston and St. Louis the 
easiest picking when visiting, taking 
nine games each from them. 

Detroit, ag in 1909, was second 
when it came to winning while visit- 
ing, winning a little over half of their 
games, 89 out of 76. St. Louls was 
also the Tigers’ meat, winning the 
same amount as the Athletics from 
them, 

St. Louis has the same position in 
winning games abroad as they had in 
the pennant race—last. They won 
21 of the 77 games played away from 
home, Chicago and Detroit being the 
most liberal to them, each losing five

Fort Worth Neighbors She Led 
in Prayer Meetings Plead Un- 
written Law for Her. 





“FORT WORTH, Tex., Jan. 21.—For 
the first time in. the history of Texas 
courts a woman will plead the unwrit- 
ten law as a defense for murder. Shé 
is Mrs. Lizzie Brooks, wife of Judge T 
M. Brooks, and prominent in Fort 
Worth church and social circles. Her 
victim was Mrs. Mary Binford, a seam- 
stress, employed in the Fair depart- 
who she believed was a 
rival for her husband’s love. 
Mrs. Brooks followed the 
precedent when she left her home heav- 
ily veiled, with a pistol concealed in 
her muff, entered the department store 
where her rival, once wealthy, worked 
for $10 a week, and shot her to death. 
Mrs. Brooks can claim every argument 
of good character ever presented by a 
defendant arraigned for a capital of- 
fense. She has been an earnest church 
woman, a regular communicant at the 
First Methodist Church, the wealthiest 
in the city, and a leader in the women’s 


masculine 


societies. 

She instituted the custom of neighbor- 
hood prayer meetings in the vicinity of 
her home. The women of the neighbor- 
hood were meeting at her home for 
weekly prayers at the hour when she 


was moved te seek Mrs. Binford to 
avenge her alleged wrongs. 
Leaves Neighbors in Prayer. 

In the midst of the devotions Mrs. 
Brooks rose from her knees, excused 
herself and, geing to her room, dressed 
herself for the trip to the heart ef the 
city. 

“T’ll be back in a few minutes,” she 
ealled to her guests, as she left the 
room. A half hour later the telephone 
rang. The women were thrown into 
a panic of terror upon learning that 
their absent hostess had killed a 
woman. 

Mrs. Brooks never removed the veil 
from her face from the time she left 
her room until she returned, accom- 
‘panied home by hér husband, al- 
though in that hour and a half she 
had killed another woman, had been 
arested and taken to the police sta- 
tion, had been removed to the county

Whatever the law books may say, 
public gentiment, volatile and expres-. 
sive in this Texas city, is undoubt- 
edly with Mrs. Brooks, 

Wemen Are Sympathetic, 

The women who have met with her 
weckly in the neighborhood prayer 
méetings are actively sympathetic, 
and declare that if the unwritten law 
shall apply to men, then it must ap- 
bly to a woman, too. 

Mrs. Brooks hag steadfastly re- 
fused to make a statement, saying 
her lawyers have commanded her to 


keep silent.” But she is confident of 
acquittal. The -husband declares 
that his wife’s jealousy wag un- 
founded. 


“Mrs, Binford was a noble, good 
wceman,” he said. “My wife is of a 
highly nervous, jealous temperament, 
and acted upon an unaccountable im- 
pulse to kill. I knew that she was 
jealous, but no on® was more sur- 
prised at her act than I.” 

Mrs. Brooks is possibly 45, her hus. 
pand thet same age, and her victim 
was 10 years younger. 

The Brooks have two children, the 
eldest a boy of 17, the other a girl 
ef 16. Both side with the mother in 
the strained family relations that 
have existed since the tragedy. 


Victim Attended Church. 

Mrs, Binford, too, had church affil- 
lations. She was a member of the 
First Baptist Church, and her pastor 
says he had always considered her a 
modest, quet, earnest woman. She 
attended Sunday school and church 
regularly. 

The acquaintance between Judge 
Breoks and Mrs. Binford, whose -hus- 
band had deserted her, began four 
years ago, while the woman was the 
Judge’s tenant. The two were seen 
tcgether often, sometimes in the 
Judge's office, sometimes in the 
street, sometimes in cafes, 

The neighbors say that Mrs. Brooks 
remonstrated with her husband, and 
upbraided him for his attentions to 
Mrs. Binford, which the wife thought 
were more than friendly. 

But withal, rumors of matrimonial 
discord did not reach far, for Mrs. 
Brooks came of a proud family, and

The club women also declared that 
as society is organized ‘today, children 
have no childhood, social engagements 
and social functions making them 
dwarf men and women when they 
should be playing the games of children 
out in the open and attending school 
without outside affairg te distract at- 
tention and unfit them for receiving 
education. 

The Federation of Clubs of this city 
is supporting the position taken hy the 
State Federation in its annual meeting 
here some weeks ago. It is the inten- 
tion of the club women of the State to 
ask the present Legislature to pass a 
law legalizing pensions to mothers, and 
it is un@erstood that a lebby of the 
brightest women of the State will 
spend much time in Austin urging the 
passage of this measure. In connection 
with this, the club women are urging a 
humane child labor law and are taking 
much interest in a movement to amel- 
forate the condition of child life through- 
out the State. 

The. women declare that the condition 
of children today is largely the fault of 
mothers and assert that boys and girls 
become demoralized and wreck their 
physical health by too much social ac- 
tivity and, also, that children depend- 
ent upon the mothef alone for support 
are put into the active duties of life 
at an age when they should be in 
school.

Dealifg in St. Louis realty during the 
week was not extensive but general, 
embracing a number of interesting tran- 
sactions. Washington avenue was the 
most active section of the market, while 
Olive street showed renewed strength as 
a commercial center. 

Announcement \ was made yesterday 
that the ShoeMart, which acquired a 
99-year lease of the premises at 606-608 
Washington avenue, a five-story building 
564x160 feet, at a net rental of $26,000 a 
year, will erect there a ten-story build- 
ing to cost, without the land, $300,000 
The Herkert-Meisel Trunk Company has 
a lease of the premises, which does net 
expire until 1915, but an effort, it is 
said, will be made te obtain possession 
of the premises at once in order that the 
building plans may be executed forth- 
with. | 

The transaction is significant in that it 
establishes a new scale of prices in this 
section. Figured on @ basis of 4 per 
cent net interest, this gives a value to 
the property of $650,000 er abeut $18,000 
a front foot. The Woestman estate, 
which owns it, bought It six years age 
at $815,000, showing that it has doubled 
in value in that time.

Members. of thé 
graduating class take turns in demon- 
strating their knowledge of domestic 
science’ by practical housekeeping. Three, 
with the chaperon, make up each sep- 
arate “‘family,’’ and they occupy the 
cottage for periods of three weeks at a 
time. By the end of the term all mem- 
bers of the class will have had an op- 

portunity at this unique demonsfration. 

When the girls enter upon their house- 
keeping period they are given a physical 
examination and are weighed. At the end 
of their experiment they are again exam- 
ined and weighed, and the change in their 
condition, or weight, if any occurs, is placed 
to their credit, or taken from it, as the 
case may be. 

In this’ way the qualifications of the dif- 
ferent girls to judge food values, as well as 
their ability in preparing the food for the 
table, is determined. If they fail to have 
a sufficient quantity of food with the 
proper nourishing qualities, or have cooked 
it badly, the result is expected to show in 
a deterioration in the condition of the ama- 
teur housekeepers. 

To merely hold their own is not enough, 


however. They must show an improvement 


before their grade cards will respond—al- 
though it is not regarded as necessary that 
they shall actually grow fat, which, as every 
one knows, is not the end the neree girl 
hopes to attain by eating. 

Social life is also considered an import- 


ant part of the training of the college 


housekeepers, and. they are not only ’'per- 
mitted to entertain guests during their oc- 
eupancy of the cottage, but are really ex- 
pected to do so. .

As her name indicates, the ‘‘lady-in-charge’’ is the. head of the household

._plans the menus, orders the food and has it prepared, being responsible, during 


her week of supervision, for the expenditures, the character of the cooking, 
and, above all, the ‘‘caloric value’’ of what is served. ‘‘Caloric value’’ is the 
domestic science name’ for food 
values. 

Economy in expenditures and in 
the use to which food materials is 
put has a high place in the grading 
of the Texas girl housekeepers. All 
food supplies are weighed as they 
are received, and all waste is 
weighed. 

Market conditions and the season 
of the year are taken into consid- 
eration, but the lady-in-charge is 
supposed to accommodate her me- 
nues to the mark& offerings. The 
intention is to develop the ability to 
manage a small household which 
has a limited income, and to get the 
best results in palatable, nourishing 
food at ‘the smallest possible ex- 
penditure. 

Wholesomeness rather than elab- 
orateness in serving is attempted by 
the girls. Attractive and dainty 
table decorations and methods of 
serving are encouraged, but effor:s 
which inerease the expenditures 
with no appreciable gain in the 
quality. of the food results in an 
unfavorable marking of the grade 
cards,

ed from the Mexican wild turkey and 
not from the Northern species, mele- 
agris sylvestris, although the big do- 
mestic turkey of the farm undoubt- 
edly has an admixture of the North- 
ern blood. 

From Mexico the birds were im- 
ported to Spain, and since they 
reached England on ships from Turf- 
key which stopped at Spanish ports, 
the bird is believed to have been 
called “turkey” -first by those who 
were under the impression that the 
desirable food came from a land 
where, as a matter of fact, it did not 
belong. 

If this explanation of the origin of 
the name be correct, it is a singuler 
fact that a bird indigenotis to Amer- 
ica alone should be named after 4 
far distant land. 

It bas been claimed that the wild 
turkéy, and not the eagle, should 
have been the national bird of the 
United States. It seemed fortunate 
a@ year or two ago that this was fot 
done, since the turkey had vanished 
nearly to the point of extirpation

SOME INTERESTING 
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E all breathe; but how we 

W breathe, why we cannot help 

breathing at regular  inter- 

vals, and what causes us to forget, 

under certain conditions, how to 

breathe, are things we. all may not 
quite understand. 

In every 100 volumes of pure air 
there are about 79 volumes of nitro- 
gen and 21 volumes of oxygen, with 
traces of other products which we 
need not now consider. With every 
inspiration a healthy man takes in 
approximately 30 cubic inches of 
air; and the oxygen of this air, after 
it has entered the lungs, is absorbed 
the blood and carried in the cir- 
culation to oxidize thé tissues, with 
the carbon of which it combines to 
form carbon dioxide (carbonic acid 


‘gas), which is then-expired. That is 


ordinary respiration, 

The nitrogen is, in this pfocess, 
inert, but it is useful as a diluent. 
If we were to breathe pure oxygen 
we should be burned up as’ wood is 
by fire. From 14 to 18 respirations 
per minute is the average breathing 
rate. An ordinary man _ inspires, 
while at rest, about 686,000 cubic 
inches cf air im 24 hours; a hard- 
working laborer, during iMag same 
time, inspires 1. 668,890 euble inches 
—@ vast difference. The lung ca- 

city of average men varies from 
£35 25 “< 250 cubic inches.

While he was supposed to be a 
“crank,” Helper’s “Three Americas” 
road was called the “Symme’s Hole 
and Patagon‘a line’ because Symmes 
of Cincinnati had written a book to 
prove the world hollow. with an open- 
ing at the North Pole, which was 
humorously called “Symme’s Hole.” 
As this name was rather clumsy, 
it’ was shortened to the “Arctic-Ant- 
arctic” system or “The North Pole 
and Patagonia line.” 

It was still called the North Pole 
and Patagonia when James G. Blaine 
was Secretary: of State. He was the 
first public man who ever lau the 
courage to boom the Helper idea. He 
was rather ashamed of it, until he 
found how strong it had grown in 
the Spanish-American countries south 
of us. It helped to connect St. Louis; 
and the City of Mexico.and Blaine 
saw that. it would continue to 
work out in other “connecting links.” 
As the name was changed to the 
“Pan-American Railroad” while 
Blaine was promoting it, it is now too 
respectable to be called by its first 
humorous title. But as a system con- 
necting St. Louis, north and south, 
with the entire hemisphere, its real 
name is still the Hinton Rowan 
“Three Americas” system. 

in answer to the ridicule with 
which his great idea was met, Helper 
wrote under date of St. Louis, July 
18, 1879, to C. R. Burnham, that 
$5000 on deposit in the National 
Bank of Commerce was to be 
used “December 1, 1880, in paying 
for three of the best essays 
in prose and two in poetry, showing 
that the railrpad could be built and 
that it was a practical plan of im- 
provement. He specified that the es- 
says were to demonstrate the “early 
construction of a longitudinal,, mid- 
land, double-track steel sra’‘lway, 
through North, South and Central 
America, from a point on or near the 
western shore of Hudson’s Bay to 
such part of the northern shore of the 
Streits of Magellan as may be meas- 
urably equidistant between the At- 
lantic and Pacific Ocerns.” 

On Jan. 8, 1881, the St. Louis com- 
mittee of selection, consisting of 
Thomas Allen, Carlos S: Greeley and 
Horace H. Morgan. awarded the 
prizes. They were paid. $1300 to 
Frank Frederick Hilde of St. Louis, | 
$1200 to Frederick Anthony Bieland 
of New York, $1900 to William 
Wharton Archer of Richmond. Va.., 
for prose essays, with $1000 to F. D. 
Carpenter of Washington, for a poem 
and $500 to Francis A. Deetins of On- 
tario, Canada. for a setond poem.

Helper saw that there was a “craze” 
for railroads extending throughout 
the United States, through the 
Mississippi Valley as far north and 
south of St, Louis as the climate had 
allowed population to settle. ‘ 

He proposed that as each country, 
North and South, built its own. local 
systems, it should work them into his 
great connecting system. Even if this 
had not taken hold as an idea, that 
result must have followed finally. 
Every one can see this easily now 
in the case of Canada and Mexico. 


As the Hudson Bay connection, 
north of St. Louis, is taking care of 
itself, the Pan-American reports for 
1910 are from the United States and 
countries south. They make one 
change in the Helper cystem, which 
he did not authorize. They locate the 
North American terminals on the At- 
lantic coast instead of in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, with St. Louis as the 
greatest central city of the system. 

Still, when the work is done, the 
north and south system will neces- 
sarily be a St. Louis-Mississippi Val- 
ley-Hemispherical system. under the 
original St. Louis copyrights of the 
idea, taken out by Helper from 602 
North Fourth street in 1879 and 
1881.

mcedern usage, recognizing that insanity is: a dis- 
ease, just ag cancer is, or tuberculosis, has changed 
that title to “hospital for the insane.” 


He pictures the inmates, he does not say the 
patients, dwelling in the perpetual shadow of the 
straitjacket. He hears of hydrotherapy, vaguely 
interprets it as water treatment and fancies it to 
be a polite term covering forcible and perhaps 
cruel methods of overpower'ng troublesome cases, 

A visit to an insane hospital unquestionably is 
not an exhilarating experience. It is profoundly 
saddening, but an intelligent inquiry into modern 
expert opinion about insanity and modern meth- 
dds of treating it will at least change the average 
2erson’s morbid curiosity into an impulse toward 
helpful interest. 

Modern methods of treatment for the insane dre 
entirely different from what they were a score of 
years ago. The old idea that an insane person 
was a prisoner in the asylum, to be treated as 
such, has given way to much saner notions on 
the subject. Now the person who has had the 
misfortune to lose the control of his faculties 
is regarded as a hospital patient—and in a great 
many ceses @ patient whom nursing and careful 
ae gion will bring bac | :
